For the Freem an. 
B e s t r o w la f o r F a r m e r s . 
During the past eight years I have devoted 
much time to importing, breeding, and in a 
great variety of ways testing every known va­ 
riety of fowl. 
I have spared no pains or ex­ 
pense, in order to thoroughly understand the 
peculiar characteristics, the excellencies and 
defects pertaining to each kind. Some of these 
I have found to excel as producers of eggs, 
others best for the table oil account of the 
delicacy and abundance of their flesh; while 
other varieties have proved themselves skill­ 
ful in raising large families of chicks, being 
excellent mothers. 
Of course as a poultry 
breeder and dealer,and from my long familiar­ 
ity with fowls, I have strong preferences. For 
the farmer, who cannot as a general tliirg de­ 
vote much time to his poultry; I would 
strongly recommend any and ail of the follow­ 
ing kinds: Dark Bramah?,* Buff and Part­ 
ridge Cochin, Hondan, Creve Court and Leg­ 
horns. Formerly Hie Dorkings were favorites, 
because they make such excellent mothers; 
but I ii ave found Partridge Cochin nearly as 
good in this respect, and much better for the 
table, as they grow rapidly and attain a large 
size. 
For marketing I would recommend 
Partridge Cochin, Bud Cochin and dark Bra­ 
mahs. 
For egg producers, Houdan, Creve- 
Court and Leghorns. 
The Creve-Court and 
lloudans attain their full size a month or six 
weeks earlier than any other kind. 
Of these, 
I have raised chicks that at six weeks of age 
liave weighed four and five pounds each.— 
lloudans do not make good mothers. 
In the 
seven years that I have had Ibis variety, I 
have never known one of them to set. 
With regard to Hie production of eggs, I 
ain satisfied that when the original ova are 
exhausted, no more can be produced. 
Tile 
very interesting lectures of Prof. Agassiz, on 
the egg and its changes, recently published, 
seem to confirm the impression that th* num­ 
ber of ova is fixed, and the germs are formed, 
before Hie birth of the fowl, not being after­ 
wards susceptible of change. 
It Is probable 
however—in fact certain—that the ogg-laying 
capacity of Hie nest generation may be in­ 
fluenced by tho treatment received by the pa­ 
rent. 
I ain satisfied that farmers neglect their 
fowls more than any other stock. Many flocks 
have been bred in and in, until the stock has 
become almost Bantams, and worthless.— 
With fowls as everything else, if we give them 
Utile care and no attention, we cannot expect 
to get much profit from them. 
To show clearly the cost of keeping, and 
tb« product ion in flreli and eggs of several 
kinds of fowls that I Blink highly of, I will 
give the experience of Mr. Isaac Spittle, of 
Ohio, with different breeds of pullets inlay­ 
ing for six months, and the cost of their feed: 
** On Sept. I, I took IO pullets of each of 
Hie breeds mentioned Indow, about six months 
old, gave them a yard 40 feet square, with a 
comfortable house, and kept an exact ac­ 
count of eggs and foo I, as follow*: 
Tho Dark Brahmas ate 300} quarts of corn, 
oats and wheat screenings, laid 605 egg*, and 
weighed 70 pounds. 
The Buff Cochins ate 400 quarts, laid AO I 
eggs, and weighed 73 pounds. 
The Grey Dorkings ale 300} quart*, laid 
o il eggs, and weighed 59} pounds. 
The lloudans ate 214} quarts,laid 7*3 egg*, 
and weighed 45} pounds. 
The Leghorns ate 23} quart*, laid 807 egg*, 
and weighed 36} pounds.” 
This experiment shows that Hic Brahmas 
and Cochins produce most flesh, while the 
lloudans and Leghorns the most digs.— /).

T h e S a b le . 
.MAD) person*, happy in Hic possession of a 
set of sable furs, know little or nothing of the 
interesting little animals trom whose skin their 
beautiful and luxurious articles are made, or 
the privations and dangers to which Hie hardy 
hunters who are engaged in their capture are 
exposed. 
The fur of Hie sable is more soft 
acd glossy than that of any other animal, and 
is, therefore, highly esteemed. 
The true sa­ 
ble is a native of the dreary regions of Sibe­ 
ria, where it haunts tho gloomy pino forests 
which stretch over immense tracts of country 
far remote from human habitations. 
It is in­ 
to the midst of these trackless wilds that the 
-able bunter has to penetrate in pursuit of his 
game, and the chase is carried on only in 
wiutcr, for it is then that the fur Is finest.— 
Great are often the hunter's perils and pri­ 
vations. 
lie bus to traverse plains 
aud 
mountains covered with snow 
and swept by 
the fierce te m p ts of ail Arctic winter; to 
spend days and nights in patient watcbiug in 
the solitude of dismal forests; he is exposed 
to overwhelming snow storms of which we in 
our climate can scarce conceive. 
He often 
loses his way, Ins provisions fail, and he finds 
himself exposed lo all tile horrors of death by 
cold or starvation. 
The fur of the sable is of a brownish black 
color, aud the darker it is the more valuable 
it becomes. 
A single skin, though only four 
inches broad, is ofteu valued at forty or fifty 
dollars. 
Tile fur difief* from that of other 
animals in having no grain, aud by rubbing 
it either backward or forward, it i* equally 
smooth and unresisting. 
Some are of a dark 
brown over all the body except the ears aud 
throat, where the hair is of a yellowish cast; 
other* are more light, their ears aud throat 
abo much paler. 
These are the colors they 
have in winter, which they are seen to change 
on the approach of summer; the former to a 
yellow-brown, and the latter to a pale yellow. 
Their dispositions are fierce aud untameable, 
and they arc possessed of a very disagreeable 
odor characteristic of all animals of that 
cia-*. 
Iii size they resemble tho marten, be­ 
ing nearly eighteen indies in length. 
They 
are furnished with vet) large whiskers, have 
bright, lively e jes, a small head, und withal 
are among the mo.-t finely formed and grace­ 
ful of animals. 
Sables are generally found along the banks 
of rive!*, iii shady places, and In the thickest 
woods. 
They leap with ease from tree to 
live, aud shun the sun, which tarnishes the 
lustre of their fur. 
Very few are found iii 
any country except Siberia, und this scarcity 
enhances their value, which is each year in­ 
creasing, as the supply is diminishing. 
The 
very high prices demanded for furs from these 
little animals have brought many “ manufac­ 
tured sables” into market, the latter being 
cleverly prepared from other skins less valua­ 
ble, and dyed. 
.Some of these imitations are 
so nicely made at to deceive all but good 
judges. 
The hunting of the sable formerly fell to the 
lot of condemned criminals, who were scut 
from Russia into these wild aud extensive for­ 
ests. 
These men were obliged to furnish a 
certain numlier of skins every year, and were 
punished if the specified quantity was not 
provided. 
Tho sable is also killed by Russian 
soldiers, who are sent into these vast wilds for 
that purpose. 
They are required Lo secure a 
given number of skins annually, and are al­ 
lowed to shoot with only a siugle ball—or 
with a crossbow and blunt arrows—lest they 
spoil the skin. 
A* an encouragement to the 
hunters, they are allowed lo share among 
themselves all skins they are able to obtain 
in excess of Hie number required of them by 
Hie government. 
Thfc, iii the course of sev­ 
eral years, amounts to no inconsiderabicsuui. 
A colonel, daring bis seven years’ term of 


service, usually gains about twelve hundred 
dollars for his share, and the privates about 
two hundred dollars for theirs.—X. Y. Mer' 
cannie Journal. 


I M n u tin g K a r l y r o t a t o r * . 
In planting potatoes for the earliest crops 
many fail in planting so early that the vital­ 
ity of the germs are checked and sometimes 
killed outright from being chilled after plant­ 


ing- 
To obviate tins, Hie potatoes having been 
cut into large pieces (none, other should be 
used for the first crop,) they should be thor­ 
oughly dried, even so (bat the potato shrinks 
considerably, before being planted. 
If then they are planted od porous soil and 
covered deep so that they may not be frozen, 
they m ay be successfully planted as early In 
the spring as the soil can be worked.

Some of these 
I have found to excel as producers of eggs, 
others best for the table ou account of tbe 
delicacy and abundance of their flesh; while 
other varieties have proved themselves skill­ 
ful in raising large families of chicks, being 
excellent mothers.

size. For marketing I would recommend 
Partridge Cochin, Buff Cochin and dark Bra­ 
mahs. For egg producers, IIoudaD, Creve- 
Courtand Leghorns. The Crevc-Court and 
Houdans attain their full size a month or six 
weeks earlier than any other kind. Of these, 
I have raised chicks that at six weeks of age 
have weighed four and five pounds each.— 
Houdans do not make good mothers. In the 
seven years that I have had lbi3 variety, I 
have never known one of them to set. 
With regard to the production of eggs, I 
am satisfied that when the original ova are 
exhausted, no more can be produced. The 
very interesting lectures of Prof. Agassiz, ou 
the egg and its changes, recently published, 
seem to confirm the impression that the num­ 
ber of ova is tixed, and the germs are formed, 
before the birth of the fowl, not being after­ 
wards susceptible of change. It is probable 
however—in fact certain—that the egg-laying 
capacity of the next generation may be in­ 
fluenced by the treatment received by the pa­ 
rent.I a in satisfied that farmers neglect their 
fowls more than any other stock. Many flocks 
have been bred in and in, until the stock has 
become almost Bantams, and worthless.— 
With fowls as everything else, if we give them 
little care and 110 attention, we cannot expect 
to get much profit from them. 
To show clearly the cost of keeping, and 
the production in flesh and eggs of several 
kinds of fowls that I think highly of, I will 
give the experience of Mr. Isaac Synde, of 
Ohio, with different breeds of pullets in lay­ 
ing for six months, and the cost of their feed: 
•• On Sept. 1, I took 10 pullets of each of 
the brced3 mentioned below, about six months 
old, gave them a yard 10 feet square, with a 
comfortable house, and kept an exact ac­ 
count of eggs and feed, as follows: 
The Dark Brahmas ate 3G9J quarts of corn, 
oats and wheat screenings, laid 605 eggs, and 
weighed 70 pounds. 
The Buff Cochins ate 40G quarts, laid 591 
eggs, and weighed 73 pounds. 
The Grey Dorkings ale 309J quart?, laid 
511 eggs, and weighed 59 i pounds. 
The Houdans ate 21-IJ quarts,laid 7S3 egg*, 
and weighed 451 pounds. 
The Leghorns ate 23j quarts, laid 807 eggs, 
and weighed 361 pounds.” 
This experiment shows that the Brahmas 
and Cochins produce most flesh, while the 
Houdans and Leghorns the most eggs.—D.

F la u tin ff E a rly P otatoes. 
In planting potatoes for the earliest crops 
many fail in planting so early that the vital­ 
ity of the germ3 are checked and sometimes 
killed outright from being chilled after plant­ 
ing.To obviate Hus, the potatoes having been 
cut into large pieces (none, other should be 
used for the first crop,) they should be thor­ 
oughly dried, even so that the potato shrinks 
considerably, before being planted. 
If then they are planted on porou3 soil and 
covered deep so that they may not be frozen, 
they may be successfully planted as early in 
the spring as the soil can be worked.

T he Sable. 
Many persons, happy in the possession of a 
set of sable furs, know little or nothing of the 
interesting little animals trom whose skin their 
beautiful ami luxurious articles are made, or 
the privations and dangers to which the hardy 
hunters who are engaged in their capture aro 
exposed. The fur of the sable is more soft 
and glossy than that of any other animal, and 
is, therefore, highly esteemed. Tbe true sa­ 
ble i¿ a native of the dreary regions of Sibe­ 
ria, where it haunts the gloomy pino forests 
which stretch over immense tracts of country 
far remote from human habitations. It is in­ 
to the midst of these trackless wilds that the 
sable hunter has to penetrate in pursuit of his 
game, and the chase is carried on only in 
winter, for it is then that the fur is fiuest.— 
Great are often the hunter’s perils and pri 
various. lie has to traverse plains and 
mountains covered with snow and swept by 
the fieroe tempests of an Arctic winter; to 
spend days and nights in patient watching 
the solitude of dismal forests; lie is exposed 
to overwhelming snow storms of which we in 
our climate can scarce conceive. He often 
loses his way, his provisions fail, and he finds 
himself exposed to all the horrors of death by 
cold or starvation. 
The fur of the sable is of a brownish black 
color, and the darker it is the more valuable 
it becomes. A single skin, though only four 
inches broad, is often valued at forty or fifty 
dollars. The fur differs from that of other 
animals in having no grain, and by rubbing 
it either backward or forward, it is equally 
smooth and unresisting. Some are of a dark 
brown over all tbe body except the ears and 
throat, where the hair is of a yellowish cast; 
others are more light, their ears and throat 
also much paler. These are the colors they 
have in whiter, which they arc seen to change 
on the approach of summer; the former to a 
yellow-brown, and the latter to a pale yellow. 
Their dispositions are fierce and untameable, 
and they are possessed of a very disagreeable 
odor characteristic of all animals of that 
class. In size they resemble the marlen, be­ 
ing nearly eighteen inches in length. They 
ore furnished with veiy large whiskers, have 
bright, lively eyes, a small head, and withal 
are among the most finely formed and grace­ 
ful of animals. 
Sables arc generally found along the banks 
of rivers, in shady places, and In the thickest 
woods. They leap with ease from tree to 
tree, and shun the sun, which tarnishes the 
lustre of their fur. Very few arc found in 
any country except Siberia, and this scarcity 
enhances their value, which is each year in­ 
creasing, as the supply is diminishing. The 
very high prices demanded for furs from these 
little animals have brought many “ manufac­ 
tured sables” into market, the latter being 
cleverly prepared from other skins less valua­ 
ble, and dyed. Some of these imitations are 
so nicely made as to deceive nil but good 
judges. 
The hunting of the sable formerly fell to the 
lot of condemned criminals, who were sent 
from Russia into these wild and extensive for­ 
ests. These men were obliged to furnish a 
certain number of skins every year, and were 
punished if the specified quantity was not 
provided. The sable is also killed by Russian 
soldiers, who are sent into thc3e vast wilds for 
that purpose. They are required to secure a 
given number of skins annually, and are al­ 
lowed to shoot with only a single ball—or 
with a crossbow and blunt arrows—lest tbey 
spoil the skin. As an encouragement to the 
hunters, tbey are allowed to share among 
themselves all skins they are able to obtain 
in excess of the number required of them by 
the government. ThfS, in the course of sev­ 
eral years, amounts to no inconsiderable sum.

For some time past the railway employes in 
Detroit having charge of the “ Blue” freight- 
line from New York, have received and trans­ 
mitted to their address certain mysterious 
boxes marked “ glass” and addressed “ J. 11. 
Hale, Harper Hospital Medical College.” It 
was accidentally discovered that the boxes 
contained dead bodies designed for dissection 
at the institution named. It was also ob­ 
served that on each day succeeding the re­ 
ceipt of a box so directed and marked “glass,” 
a similar box was returned from the college 
to the railway depot labeled for Ann Arbor, 
Mich., and marked “ dye-stuff.” The bodies 
came originally from New York and were sent 
in this disguised way. Now, there is nothin' 
wrong necessarily about this. There is no 
possibility of a studenl's learning anatomy 
and practical surgery without opportunity for 
dissection than there i3 of a man’s learning 
the carpenter trade under a prohibition from 
touching wood. Yet there should be a change 
in the apparent need for secrecy and indirec­ 
tion in the methods by which medical colleges 
usually procure their subjects. We know that 
the laws arc lc3S stupid than they once were 
upon tho matter, but the case now spoken of 
indicates the desirableness of additional modi­ 
fications to the same purpose. There is no 
science so important to human lifo and well­ 
being generally as that of medicine,and under 
an enlightened legislation and common-sensc 
customs there should be no restriction upon 
its means of gaining indispensable knowledge. 
Dead-stutls should not be called “ dye-stuffs,’ 
nor bones called “ glass." 


A ilatu » O bject». 
The Adams family of Massachusetts are 
historical and courageous. The present John 
Quincy Adams was not afraid to tell the Leg­ 
islature of his state the other day that It 
should not pass a resolution requesting the 
Massachusetts Congressmen and Senators to 
favor the application of the Centennial Com 
rnittee for money from the Treasury to help 
their enterprise along. In this Mr. Adams is 
entirely right; the whole operation beina 
put up job—a sort of burglary without the 
usual tools of that nocturnal trade. And, 
now that we are .speaking of the Centenary, 
we will record our opinion that it was a mis­ 
take to attempt to make it international. It 
should have been purely a home jubilation, 
with a courteous invitation extended to other 
nations to contribute towards it as might 
seem be3t in their own eyes. As the matter 
stands, appearances indicate a huge and 
gha3tly failure. It is now too late to erect 
the costly iron, fire-proof buildings necessary 
for international purposes and without which 
no foreign exhibitors could ship valuable 
treasures to bo kept so loug in Philadelphia. 
Mr. Adams further thought that inasmuch as 
we had so signally departed from the faith and 
principles of the founders or the republic, it 
would be more in keeping with the require­ 
ments of the case, and possibly more benefi­ 
cial to the country at large, if we should cele­ 
brate our one hundredth birthday with faatin, 
and prayer. He also quoted from his revered 
ancestor, John Adams, as to the fashion in 
which that old gentleman imagiued the day 
would be kept by posterity, and remarked 
substantially that if he had lived longer he 
would have been wiser. The protesting mo­ 
ralist concludingly declared that instead of 
feeling thankful for national mercies and de 
liverances we were nothing more than devo­ 
tees of the almighty dollar. Mankind will be 
relieved to hear that the Puritan Legislature 
vindicated itself and tho piety and unselfish­ 
ness ol our people generally by immediately 
tabling the resolution.

If the ladies who are prosecuting the auli- 
whlskey war don’t look sharply after the best 
policy to be employed, they will botch the 
whole business. For instance, In the crusade 
opened yesterday in Worcester, trained female 
belligerents were imported from Boston to 
teach the native recruits how the thing Í3 
done. This, in our judgment, is a blunder.- 
The reason why is not far to find. The justi­ 
fication of such a metbo 1 of attacking the rum 
traffic lies altogether in the fact that women 
are tbe largest and keenest sufferers by it. 
Seeing that both legislation and public opin­ 
ion are too weak to check its awful ravages 
to any considerable degree, the afflicted wives, 
daughters and friends of drunkards are, easily 
pardonable for resorting to this irregular 
meins of abating the nuisance. When the 
rumsellers are visited only by those women 
whose male supporters and relatives have been 
supplied with liquid death at their shops and 
saloons, the movement has a distinct and tell­ 
ing local force. On the other hand when the 
ladies, encouraged by tho success which some­ 
times follows this definite relation between 
them and the liquor-dealers, attempt to im­ 
part the character of a universal and profes­ 
sional method to what owes its success only 
to its novelty, they will certainly injure their 
cause and damage themsclvc3. We concede 
nothing whatever to the best women in Ohio 
or in Massachusetts in respect to an intelli­ 
gent and abiding hate for rum-selling and 
rum-drinking as a great corporate practice 
and habit. Nevertheless, we believe ourselves 
to know human nature sufficiently well to be 
able to assure those good and enthusiastic 
women that there are too many obstacles 
connected with the object of their righteous 
aversion to make their suppression of it an 
accomplished fact.

roSTMASTERS’ SALARIES. 
A bill introduced in the House by Repre­ 
sentative Platt of New York fixes the compen­ 
sation of the Postmasters named at the fol- 
lowing rates: At New York, $10,000; Phila. 
dclpbia, Boston, Chicago and St. Lous, $8,000 
each; Brooklyn, Baltimore and Cincinnati, 
$6,000; provided that such salaries shall be 
paid from moneys received at the post-offices 
for box rents, sales of postage stamps and 
other sources iu excess of expenditures allowed 
and made thereat for rent, clerk hire, fuel, 
lights, furniture, stationery, printing and 
necessary incidentals. 
The bill of Dawes of Massachusetts, referred 
to the Post, Office Committee, proposes that on 
all mail maltGr of the first class, includin 
local or drop-letters and postal cards, postage 
shall be charged at the rate of two cents for 
each half-ounce or fraction thereof; provided, 
however, that no stamped envelopes shall be 
hereafter issued. 
TIIE LYNCHBURGU EMBEZZLEMENT. 
Official reports to the Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue from the Collector and special 
agent at Lynchburgb say that the actual 
amount of the defalcation in the internal reve­ 
nue office there is only $3,500. The govern­ 
ment will suffer no loss whatever.

BOUTWELL’S CURRENCY BILL. 
The following i3 the lull text of Boutwell’s 
bill amendatory of the national currency act: 
Be it enacted, &c., That it shall not be law 
ful for any banking association organized un­ 
der said act or under any act amendatory 
thereof to pay interest on deposits to banks, 
banking conpanies or banking associations, 
nor shall any such banking association re­ 
ceive interest upon money deposited with any 
bank, person, party or corporation, and auy 
banking association guilty of violation of tho 
provisions of this act shall be liable to a pen­ 
alty equal to four times tbe amount of interest 
so paid or received, to bo recovered in auy 
court of competent jurisdiction, and it shall be 
the duty of the Comptroller of the Currency to 
cause proceedings to be instituted for the re 
covery of tho penalities aforesaid for the ben­ 
efit of the United Slates. 
Section 2. That not more than one-quarter 
of the amount of lawful money of the United 
States that any such association may be re­ 
quired to have on hand, as is provided in such 
acts, shall consist of balances due to such as­ 
sociations as available for the redemption of 
its circulating notes from banking associations 
approved by the Comptroller of the Currency.

Mr. TnURMAN offered an amendment to 
tbe bankrupt law authorizing notaries public 
to take depositions in bankrupt cases. Adopt­ 
ed. 
Mr. MERRIMAN offered au amendment 
giving the assignee authority to bring suit to 
recover debts in state courts foe all sums 
under $500. 
Mr. FREL.TNGHUYSEN moved to amend 
the amendment by inserting tbe words “un­ 
less the conrt baring charge of the estate shall 
qfder to the contrary.” Aooepted) by Merrl- 
man and tbe amendment as amended was 
agreed to. 
Mr. MERRIMAN offered an amendment 
giving to tbe courts of record of the several 
states having superior jurisdiction and jury 
trials the power to admiulstrate bankrupt law 
the same as United States courts, provided 
the parties should have the same right of ap 
peal for tbe removal of causes to a higher 
court of review as may be allowed by the 
state laws. 
Mr. GORD8N introduced a bill to amend 
the internal revenue laws. It provides that 
all provisions of the law heretofore existing 
in relution to the imposition of stamps upon 
written Instruments and all penalties imposed 
by law for the omission or failure to stamp 
such instruments as bear date prior to the es­ 
tablishment of revenue districts in states en­ 
gaged in rebellion be repealed. The bill was 
prefaced by a preamble declaring that in tbe 
late insurrectionary states during tho war it 
was impossible to procure the revenue stamps 
required by law to be attached to deeds, mort­ 
gages and other papers intended to be re­ 
corded. Referred to the Committee on Fi­ 
nance. 
Pending discussion on Merrlman’s amend­ 
ment the Senate went into executive session 
at 3:50 P. M. and at 4:30 the doors were re­ 
opened aud the Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. COX of New York presented the mem­ 
orial of Win. Raddle aud 4,162 citizens of 
New York for belligerent rights to Cuba. 
Mr. DAWES offered a concurrent resolution 
for a sine die adjournment on the 15th of 
May. 
Mr. COBURN offered a resolution declaring 
it to be the sense of the House that Congress 
should not adjouru until some measures are 
enacted providing for a reform in the present 
system of currency; also in tbe subject of 
transportation and for a more economical ad 
ministration of government. 
The rules were suspended and the resolu­ 
tion adopted without the yeas and nays. 
Mr. BOSE of New York moved to suspend 
the rules and pass the bill appropriating $20,- 
000 to dredge and protect the navigable chati 
nel at the mouth of Buffalo River against the 
sand bar formed by the gale of last December 
After debate tbe motion was agreed to and 
the bill passed. 
Majority and minority reports in tbe con­ 
tested election case from the Third Congres 
sional District of Arkansas were presented 
and ordered printed. The majority report 
gives seat to W. W. Wilsbire on his prima fa­ 
cie right. The minority report directs the 
Committee on Elections to report on the mer­ 
its of the case. 
Mr. SMITH of Ohio moved to suspend the 
rules and adopt a resolution declaring it to 
be within the constitutional power of Cungress 
by law so to regulate commerce among the 
states to protect that portion of internal 
commerce which is among the several states 
from all unjust or oppressive tolls, taxes, ob­ 
structions or other burdens, whether imposed 
by railroad companies or by combinations 
thereof, or by otbercommon carriers, and that 
the present condition and magnitude of com 
merce among the states demand the prompt 
and wise exercise of those powers and duties.

commanding officer at Sidney barracks report 
that Pawnee Killer and Two Lances, accom­ 
panied by ninety-three lodges of Whistler’s 
band, have left the reservation and are mov­ 
ing to tbe hunting grounds south of the 
Platte by the way of Lewis Canon, one of 
twenty-five lodges of Arrapahoe3 and another 
of some fifteen warriors, after the Utes, who 
had a few days previous stolen a large num­ 
ber of horaes from them. There is no ques­ 
tion but that the Indians are highly incensed 
at their treatment. On the night of Hie 4th 
icst. a party of about two hundred Cheyennes 
under Little Arrow attempted to break into 
bouses at Autelope Station,bat were driven oil 
by the employees. These Indians are reported 
on the war path against the Utes. J. S. Kin 
a trapper, while cooking his supper in a camp 
on Pumpkin Creek on the night of the 6th inst. 
was attacked by a band of thirty Sioux aud 
shot in the knee and ankle. He killed one 
Indian, escaped with the los3 of his horses 
and wagon and $800 worth of furs. Tbi3 was 
a war party, finely mounted. King dragged 
himself to a raneho twelve mile3 from where 
the fight occurred aud is now at Sidney. On 
the 7th inst. a band of Iudians ran off seven 
horses from ltiddingtou’s ranche. Gen. Ord 
has sent a party in pursuit. Evidence is 
daily accumulating that the Iudians are bein 
ill-treated on the reservations and contemplate 
an uprising in the spring and are even now 
swarming the prairies prepared for war.

Truth­ 
fulness is the corner-stone of character, and 
should be laid early. 
Lying keeps society in 
a chronic state of defense. 
Wa must be al- 
ways on our guard, and how guilty are tbs 
men who w ipe their mouths with damask 
napkins, and slander tho minister who has 
handed them the cup of sacrament. 
The liar 
cannot always deceive. 
Sooner or later so­ 
ciety will lear aside the rell, when the rotten 
impurity will bo disclosed.

ricultural Insurance Co. bad estimated their 
Reinsurance

premiums for 1672. 
Tho average of all the 
other State inrurance companies was 50 |>er 
cent. 
At that time their net surplus was 
$225,000, an atnoant which was largely in­ 
creased on the first of January last under the 
same rule. 
Now, it will tx* seen that State 
Superintendent Chapman, since the publica­ 
tion of the articla in the Spectator which you 
have partly copied, applies lo them a new 
rule, which has doubled Hic amount of their 
Reinsurance Fund, absorbing H eir net sur­ 
plus and requiring an additional §100,000, 
which we have seen bas been promptly paid. 
Thirdly—U the new rule of the Superin­ 
tendent was proper in its upplcation to the 
Agricultural it should also be applied to other 
companies. 
For Instance, select the ./Etna of 
Hartford; not because it needs that applica­ 
tion more than other companies, but because 
it is Hie largest aud best known lo your renti­ 
ers. 
By tho balance sheet which has beeu re­ 
ferred to and which is bere submitted to your 
inspection, it will bo observed that the Rein­ 
surance Fund of the -Etna had beeu calcula­ 
ted at considerably loss thau fifty per cent. of 
their premiums for 1872 -th a t their capital 
bad been cut down from three millions to two 
millions to avoid Impairment, and that with 
this immense reduction, they chowed a net 
surplus of only $12,747. 
Do you not too that 
lf their Reinsurance Fund had been calcula­ 
ted under the rule applied to the Agricultural, 
which made its Reinsurance Fund exceed its 
annual premiums, that the .Etna, with annual 
receipts of live millions 
and Reinsurance 
Fund of two millions, would have had Its 
capital wiped out ? 
But it may be said that the term policies of 
the Agricultural exceed those of the .E tna in 
their proportion to annual policies. 
It may 
be so; but that the amount of their l«rm pol­ 
icies had not been Inquired lulu is evident 
from the fact that its Reinsurance Fund is not 
sufficient for annual policies, and that its 
long tana policies would require an immctitu 
increase of that Fund, as in this county alone 
it bai advertised them for many years to Hie 
farmer*. 
One fact you will surely notice—that 
th* amount at risk in the Actua ls greater in 
proportion to Its Capital and Surplus, than 
that of th# Agricultural.

reverend gentleman arose and announced his 
• text from the 59th Chapter of Isaiah, 14th 
verse—“ And judgmcut Is turned away back­ 
ward, and justice standeth afar off, for truth is 
fallen In the street, and equity canuot eater.” 
The speaker said,, the habit of lying is grow­ 
ing into a national vice; we seem to have out­ 
grown the age when a man’s word was con­ 
sidered as good as his bond. 
So frequent 
has the vice become, we cannot tell one-half 
the time when men speak the truth, and the 
amouut of lying done each day is enough to 
keep a broad griu on tho face3 of fiends. 
We 
are rapidly drifting toward destruction, and 
if tills state of aflairs continues, the boy is 
now attending school who will write the de­ 
cline and fall of this republic. 
Governmeijta 
cannot stand whose foundations rest on quiek- 
saud. 
The reverend gentleman continued by say- 
iug one of the primary sources of lying is the 
faleity of the Inward life. 
When a man know­ 
ingly tells what la not true be Is false within. 
Auother^cause is self-interest. Men profess to 
lovo truth and halo lying, yet nearly every 
man will flirt and coquet with it where there 
is a chance of personal gain. 
It is a popular 
idea that a man must look out for himself, and 
to be successful must leave truth to the min­ 
isters of the Gospel. 
A third cause is cowar­ 
dice. 
Weakness always employs deceit ag’st 
force. 
To tell the truth—the truth simon 
pure and above board, requires courage of the 
highest order. 
False public opinion is an­ 
other cause of lying. 
Uur life is a superficial 
show. 
We consider the sham just as good as 
the genuine, and though wo may admit our 
rival is a little unscrupulous, jot if he is 
smart, the dazzling result covers up the in­ 
iquity 
of 
the 
Judas 
Iscariot 
as 
he 
rolls 
along 
in 
his 
gilded 
carriage. 
We wink at deception as it exists in society, 
and yet inwardly condemn it. There are many 
ways of lying: The merchants, often profess­ 
ing to 
be Christians, falsify iu regard to 
their goods. 
It is a lie to sell a customer a 
piece of muslin for twelve yards when it 
only contains ten, or to sell him the shoddy of 
pulverized rags for broadcloth. 
It is a lie 
for the carpenter to furnish bad timber for the 
building of his employer; for the groceryman 
to sell sand in sugar, beans in coffee. 
Then 
there are social lies: You regret you cannot 
attend a party, when you are really glad to 
escape and would consider it a bore if forced 
to go. 
Half truths and quarter truths arc 
just as bad as whole falsehoods, aud much 
harder to be parried. 
A falsehood is not al­ 
ways told by word of mouth; iu the shrug of 
the shoulder, or curl of the lip, there is often 
more deceit than in words spoken. 
Lying by 
pantomime is contemptible. 
The minister 
then turned with some gusto to the literary 
lie. 
With emphasis he said, “ Who believes 
a newspaper report ? ” is becoming a proverb. 
The pen aud press are a mighty power. 
It 
can make the reputation of a man, or it can 
undo him. 
When a man is nominated for of 
lice the big newspapers thunder at him with 
big guns, while the little papers pepper with 
small shot, and this is sufficient to damage 
the reputation of the best men and do iucal 
culable injury. 
If the newspapers of tlii3 
country had been governed by intelligence 
and probity, Horace Greeley would to-day be 
President. 
The speaker then claimed there was iu pro 
gress a great movement of reform. 
That tho 
day will come when a partisan prees shall no 
longer have the power to force the election of 
a bad man, in preference to that of a good 
one. 
The people arc beginning to sec the 
evil and will no longer be tied to nominations 
regardless of principle. 
He said ha hoped the 
time would soon comc when the press would 
be the exponent or morality and truth, 
siead of deception and falsehood. 
The speak­ 
er further said it was an infraction of God's 
law to lie. 
That he admitted there was such 
a thing as a black lie, but not a white lie. If 
a lie at all it is an infraction of God’s law, 
The lying tongue is assigned a place in the 
burning lake, as well as the harlot and sot 
Y'our falsehood and hypocrisy crucify the Sa 
vior afresh. 
Y'ou make Christianity a false­ 
hood, and become guilty of Dcicide. 
Truth 
fuluess is the corner-stone of character, and 
should be laid early. 
Lying keeps society íd 
a chronic state of defense. 
We nau3t be al 
waj-s on our guard, and how guilty are th 
men who wipe their mouths with damask 
napkins, and «lander tho minister who has 
han«ed them the cup of sacrament. 
The liar 
cannot always deceive. 
Sooner or later so 
ciety will tear aside the veil, when the rotten 
impurity will he disclosed. 
You might as well 
attempt to pass oil a decomposed fish for 
dizzy, powerful perfume as to pass oil aliar 
for a truthful man. 
It requires courage to tell 
the truth, but when society finds you cannot be 
bullied into lying it will give you the credit that 
some day you will be a man of mark, and j’ou 
can then push to the first rank of favor. 
The 
minister closed with an eloquent peroration, 
appealing to bi3 hearers in favor of truth, on 
behalf ofsociety; of that republic that cannot 
stand without honesty aud probity in hercoun- 
*els, aud for the eternity that will come when 
we must render our Dual account.

exceed the interest on the price of the lots. 
At the expiration of the ten years llie com­ 
pany agree to give deeds for the lots at the 
stipulated prices. 
Attorney James Mahon for 
the miners and Alfred Hand for the company 
ou Monday draw up agreements for signing 
embodying these points. 
Tho company issued 
orders for the immediato starting of the 
works, which have been so long idle, aud the 
mines and breakers are now iu full operation, 
much to the relief of all classes of business 
there, which had severely felt this dead-lock 
in the company’s operations.—Honesdah Tier- 
old.

to increase their Reinsurance Fund $88,566, a 
notice which was promptly complied with on 
the 22d alt. by the payment of $100,000, thus 
increasing their assets to $926,470.40, 
Secondly—He refers you to tbe Superintend­ 
ent’s balance sheet of Jan. 1st, 1873, for an 
explanation of this matter, as that of Jan. 
1st, 1874, lias not yet been published. 
By 
that balance shoet j’ou will learn that the Ag­ 
ricultural Insurance Co. had estimated their 
Reinsurance 
Fund 
at an amount which 
equalled 
sixsy 
per 
cent. 
of 
their 
premiums for 1872. 
Tho average of all the 
other State insurance companies was 50 per 
cent. 
At that time their net surplus was 
$225,000, an amount which wa3 largely in­ 
creased on the first of January last under the 
same rule. 
Now, it will be seen that Stato 
Superintendent Chapman, Biuce the publica­ 
tion of the article in the Spectator which you 
havo partly copied, applies to them a new 
rule, which has doubled the amount of their 
Reinsurance Fund, absorbing their net sur­ 
plus and requiring an additional $100,000, 
which we have seen lias been promptly paid. 
Thirdly—If the new rule of the Superin­ 
tendent was proper in its applcation to the 
Agricultural it should also be applied to other 
companies. 
For instance, select the AStna of 
Hartford; not because it needs that applica 
tion more than other companies, but because 
it is the largest and best known to your read­ 
ers. 
By the balance sheet which lias been re 
ferred to and which is here submitted to your 
inspeclion, it will be observed that tho Rein 
surance Fund of the AStna had been calcula­ 
ted at considerably less than fifty per cent, of 
their premiums for 1872—that their capital 
had been cut dowu from three millions to two 
million* to avoid impairment, and that with 
this immense reduction, they showed a net 
surplus of only $12,747. 
Do you not eeo that 
if their Reinsurance Fund had been calcula­ 
ted under the rule applied to the Agricultural, 
which made its Reinsurance Fund exceed its 
annual premiums, that the/Etna, with annual 
receipts of ttvo millions 
and Reinsurance
